4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

ROUTINE. — Age  groups  inspected  during  1935  were  (1)  on 
first  admission,  (2)  on  attaining  the  age  of  eight  years,  (3)  on 
attaining  the  age  of  twelve  years. 


NON-ROUTINE. — The  non-routine  class  comprises  children 
who  are  known  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  any  defect  and 
who  are  presented  by  teachers,  parent,  nurses,  etc.  for  examination 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer  as  "Special"  cases  at  the  Schools 
or  School  Clinic.  All  children  who,  as  the  result  of  routine  or 
special  examination,  are  found  to  be  suffering  from  any  defect  are 
re-inspected  at  regular  intervals  until  the  defect  is  remedied,  they 
have  left  school,  or  the  parents  have  refused  to  permit  treatment.

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(b)  UNCLEANLINESS. — During  the  year,  19,929  surprise 
examinations  of  scholars  were  made  by  the  School  Nurses  in  the 
Schools.  401  individual  children,  being  9.6  per  cent,  of  the  scholars 
on  the  school  registers,  were  found  to  be  in  a verminous  condition. 
There  were  no  prosecutions. 

(c)  MINOR  AILMENTS  AND  DISEASES  OF  THE  SKIN 
are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  A charge  of  1/-  per  year,  first 
fortnight  free  is  made.  This  money  is  not  now  paid,  the  last  date 
being  December,  1927. 

X-ray  treatment  of  ringworm  and  arrangements  in  connection 
therewith  are  mentioned  on  page  8 of  the  annual  report  for  1932. 
During  1935  only  one  case  of  ringworm  was  detected  by  the  School 
Medical  Department. 

(d)  VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE. 
8 scholars  were  seen  at  routine  examinations  suffering  from 
blepharitis.  7 were  referred  for  treatment.

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(e)  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS  and  arrangements  for 
their  treatment  at  Batley  Hospital  are  described  on  pages  12  and 
13  of  the  annual  report  for  1924.  The  position  is  similar  to-day. 
During  1935,  10  cases  were  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
and  9 operated  upon.  In  addition,  the  Education  Committee  paid 
the  Batley  Hospital  for  58  cases  under  the  scheme.  See  Table  IV, 
Group  III. 

(f)  EAR  DISEASE  AND  DEFECTIVE  HEARING.— The 
position  with  regard  to  treatment  is  the  same  as  that  described  on 
page  9 of  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1933  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer.  Arrangements  by  which  scholars  suffering  from  these 
defects  could  be  examined  and  treated  personally  by  an  Aural 
Surgeon  are  very  necessary  and  long  overdue. 

(g)  DENTAL  DEFECTS.— Miss  Thom,  L.D.S.,  who  had 
served  the  Committee  for  seven  years  resigned  her  position  in  July, 
1935.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Harrison,  L.D.S.,  who  com- 
menced duty  in  September,  1935.

If  reference  is  made  to  Table  V,  Medical  Inspection  Returns,  at 
the  end  of  this  Report  details  may  be  seen  shewing  the  year’s 
dental  work  in  Batley. 

(h)  ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS.— No 
definite  scheme  has  been  ratified  but  correspondence  has  passed 
between  the  Education  Committee  and  Board  of  Education.  Five 
scholars  have  received  remedial  exercises  at  Dewsbury  Infirmary 
on  payment,  and  one  at  Leeds  Infirmary  free  of  charge.  A definite 
arrangement  with  some  hospital,  or  otherwise,  by  which  crippled 
scholars  would  be  seen  personally  by  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  is 
overdue, 

(i)  HEART  DISEASE  AND  RHEUMATISM.— Seventeen 
scholars  were  found  at  the  routine  examinations  to  be  suffering  from 
cardiac  disease  or  disorder.  Rheumatism  was  the  principle  cause. 
Appropriate  advice  was  given  to  parents  and  teachers  in  the  case  of 
each  child. 

( j ) One  scholar  was  seen  whose  condition  was  due  to  tuberculosis 
of  the  lungs.  A number  also,  as  is  usual,  had  enlargement  of  the 
cervical  glands,  the  result  of  tubercular  infection.  They  were 
referred  for  examination  and  treatment  by  their  family  doctor  or 
at  the  tuberculosis  dispensary  and  the  usual  administrative 
procedure  followed. 

(k)  OTHER  DEFECTS  AND  DISEASES  when  detected  were 
referred  for  treatment  in  the  routine  manner,  if  such  was  found 
necessary.  Of  these  93  were  seen  and  78  kept  under  observation 
in  view  of  future  possibilities. 
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6.  FOLLOWING  UP. — The  arrangements  have  been  explained 
in  previous  Annual  Reports  to  which  reference  may  be  made.  The 
School  Nurses  made  2,829  visits  to  homes  and  441  to  schools 
respecting  scholars  suffering  from  physical  defects  during  1935, 
apart  from  358  other  visits  on  account  of  verminous  or  allied 
conditions. 

7.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT.— All  scholars  found 
suffering  from  defects  which  need  treatment  are  referred  in  the 
first  instance  to  their  own  doctor.  If,  for  various  reasons,  treatment 
is  not  obtained  they  are  then  recommended  to  attend  the  School 
Clinic  or  other  suitable  institutions.  The  methods  employed  or 
available  have  been  described  in  previous  annual  reports. 

The  most  urgent  matters  outstanding  are  the  treatment  of  ortho- 
paedic and  aural  diseases  and  defects. 

8.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. — The  procedure  for  exclusion  of 
school  children  has  been  described  in  previous  annual  reports. 
During  1935  Head  Teachers  reported  322  and  the  School  Attend- 
ance Officers  43  cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  amongst 
scholars. 

Articles  45  (b),  53  (b),  and  57  of  the  Code  (Grant  Regulations 

Nos.  8 and  9). 

16  certificates  have  been  given  under  the  above-mentioned 
Articles  during  the  year. 

9.  OPEN  AIR  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Playground  classes.  Where  suitable,  several  schools  take 
the  opportunity  of  using  the  school  yard  for  occasional  classes. 

(b)  At  Healey  Senior  and  St.  Mary’s  Boys  schools  there  are 
open  air  classrooms. 

(c)  There  are  no  school  camps  but  boys  from  Park  Road  School 
have  been  sent  for  a camping  holiday  by  the  Park  Road  Old  Boys 
Association  as  before. 

10.  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. — There  are  no  arrangements  for 
associating  the  work  of  physical  training  in  the  schools  with  the 
School  Medical  Service.  There  is  no  Area  Organiser. 

11.  PROVISION  OF  MEALS. — The  Secretary  for  Education 
states  59  free  meals  were  provided  during  1935,  in  addition  to  the 
free  meals  provided  at  the  Open-Air  School.  In  14  Elementary 
Schools,  Head  Teachers  arranged  for  the  supply  of  Pasteurised 
milk  by  the  Batley  Co-operative  society,  under  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  Scheme,  and  in  9 Elementary  Schools  dried  milk  was 
supplied. 

12.  CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS.— During  1935  the  per- 
centage of  parents  attending  the  routine  examinations  was  73.4 
per  cent.,  as  against  70.1  per  cent,  the  previous  year. 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS  and  ATTENDANCE 
OFFICERS — The  co-operation  between  the  School  Medical  Service 
and  the  teachers  continues  to  be  cordial,  and  the  teachers  give 
considerable  assistance  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  work.  The 
Attendance  Officers  also  render  valuable  help.  All  Head  Teachers 
are  aware  that  their  presence  at  the  medical  examinations  in  their 
schools  is  welcomed.  This  has  been  the  custom  for  more  than 
twenty  years.  Every  Head  Teacher  if  present  is  informed  of  the 
conditions  found  at  each  inspection  before  the  Medical  Officer 
leaves  the  school  premises,  as  a general  rule.  The  majority  are 
present. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES.— On  page 
15  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1930  a list  is  given  of  such  bodies. 
During  1935,  with  a few  exceptions,  the  same  were  in  operation.

— Arrangements  for  recovering 
the  cost  of  treatment  from  parents  of  (a)  Children  attending  Public 
Elementary  Schools  exist  in  the  case  of  the  School  Clinic,  Dental 
Clinic  and  the  Open  Air  School.  Reference  to  5 (c)  will  show  that 
no  payment  has  been  received  from  parents  at  the  School  Clinic 
during  the  last  eight  years.  In  the  case  of  the  Dental  Clinic  al- 
though for  some  years  a payment  of  6d.  per  attendance  was  the 
rule  it  gradually  fell  into  disuse  and  few  parents  ever  paid  anything. 
Latterly  the  rule  has  been  more  strictly  applied  in  consequence  of 
which  the  fee  is  now  generally  paid.  Should  poverty  prevent  pay- 
ment, which  is  uncommon  generally,  free  treatment  is  available 
under  certain  conditions.  In  connection  with  the  Open  Air  School
